Japan made peace overtures to 


soviet Russia Thursday, relaxing 
fears their conflict over the Siber- 
ian-Mancmikuoan frontier might 
develop into large scale war. 


The Japanese government pro- 


posed—1 cessation of hostilities; 
2 terms for settlement of the dis- 
pute. 


The terms were not announced 


but they were understood to in- 
clude Japanese withdrawal from 
the Changkufeng area, near the 
junction of the Siberia, Manchu- 
kuoan and Korean borders; Rus- 
sian agreement not to reoccupy 
the territory; creation of a neutral 
zone until a commission can de- 
marcate 
the 
disputed 
border 


clearly. 
The Journal De Moscou, which 


speaks unofficially for the foreign 
office in Moscow, reported Russia's 
readiness for a commission settle- 
ment of frontier problems. 
In Moscow, peaceful portents 


were seen also In the isolation of 
the Changkufeng Incident and in 
a resumption of conversations be- 
tween Maxim Litvinoff, commissar 
of foreign affairs, and Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, Japanese ambassador 
to the soviet union. 
They conferred for the first time 


.since their stormy interview on 
July 20. 


Wilson Reaches Praha. 


Hugh R. Wilson, U. S. ambassa- 


dor to Germany, arrived by air in 
Praha. He said he was visiting 
Czechoslovakia primarily on a va- 
cation trip but wanted "to get a 
closer vlew"-of deVBopmentrlrr the 
Sudeten German minority problem 
since the arrival of Viscount Runci- 
man, unofficial British mediator. 
Spanish government forces, shift- 


ing from their still active Ebro 
river offensive, stabbed at insur- 
gent mountain .defenses west of. 


Government dispatches said their 


forces had captured Villar del Cobo, 
a communications center on the 
Guadalaviar river in the Albarracin 
hills about 20 miles wost of Teruel. 
Insurgents disputed these re- 


ports, declaring the government 
attempts to roll back their ex- 
treme right flank on the long 
eastern 
front 
was 
feeble 
and 


easily defeated. 
Yangtze river floods threatened 


to block the Japanese 
advance 


upstream toward Hankow, pro- 
visional capital of China. Chinese 
military sources expressed belief 
the floods, released by broken 
dikes, .would compel the Japanese 
to shift their line of attack thru 
extremely difficult mountain areas 
north and northeast of Hankow.

protection of martial law. 
Young 


national guardsmen manning- guns 
and rifles with fixed bayonets, pre- 
served order. 


Striking union employes voted 


to return to work, 378 to 161, after 
protesting- vigorously the reopen. 
Ing under military compulsion. 


They were grim and defiant af- 


ter being warned by their leaders 
in a two hour m&ss meeting, that 
"It's going to be hell in the plant, 
but we want you to meet spice 
with kindliest." 


Singly or in small groups, other 


workers previously marched into 
the main gate. The workers did 
not sing nor ahout. 
They barely 
spoke. 


Gov. Nelson G. Kraschel Wed- 


nesday night had ordered the plant 
reopened Thursday under protec- 
tion of martial law. He said his 
order was based on a settlement 
proposal submitted by the com- 
pany, whereby all employes could 
return to work except 12 union 
members who will be barred from 
the plant as long as martial law 
exists. The proposal retained the 
ten percent wage cut on which the 
strike originally was based. 


Strike leaders said the proposal 


was "rotten," but agreed to submit 
it to the strikers for consideration.

A manslaughter complaint was 


filed Thursday in municipal court 
by Co. Atty. Towle against Gene 
Malone, 22, Bonner Springs, Kas., 
charging 
that Malone, without 


malice while jn the commission of 
an unlawful act of operating it 
motor vehicle on the wrong side 
of the highway, caused the death 
of Glenn Myers and his wife, 
Lillie Myers, of Romulus, Mich., 
on Aug. 3.

that Lillie Myers and Glenn Myers 
came to their death as a result of 
a collision between their car and a 
truck driven by Gene Malone. It 
is this jury's opinion that the said 
truck was south of the center line 
at the time of the impact, there- 
fore the said Gene Malone was 
negligent."

WASHINGTON—You may not 


be hearing much 
of 
the 
anti- 


monopoly investigation, 
but the 


tremendous spectacle it s bound to 
prove already casts its shadow be- 
fore The most conspicuous phe- 
nomenon in Washington at the mo- 
ment is a horde of large business 
men, hurrying about the city, cry- 
ing out desperately for someone 
who can save them from the im- 
placable investigators 


This side of government is sel- 
dom publicized, these days Once 
it 
was 
cheerfully 
flamboyant 


Kate Chase was a national figure, 
and wicked Sam Ward, who mar- 
ried an Astor and entertained Os- 
car Wilde, was known all over 
'America as the king of the lob- 
by " Kate was a fairly sinister 
creature, but Sam Ward was a 
charming and txjpular fellow He 
used to feed "friendly senators on 
beavers' tails stewed in cham- 
pagne, and he once earned $5 000 
by making a morning call on a 
rebellious 
legislator stealing his 


boots 
and amusing him during 
the search for footwear until a 
crucial committee vote had been 
taken 


Now 
however, 
the lobbying 
business is as sordidly common 
place as insect extermination or 
sewage disposal Leaving on one 
side the representatives 
of 
the 
pressure groups, like the veterans 
the people who serve business are 
a depressing array of 
spavined 
politicians, political lawyers big 
and little fixers boozy public re- 
lations men, and plain old fash- 
ioned chislers 


The only member of the com- 
pany with ttfe, least touch of color 
is a reasonably 
pretty, 
fairly 


highly placed female politico from 
the south She keeps a sort of 
salon aaloon to the governmental 
habitues of which she introduces 
visiting tycoons The flavor of her

But the decay of the lobbying 
business, while a subject for a 
nice nostalgia. Is not a deeply sig- 
nificant topic What is significant 
about lobbying is the light it cuts 
on the average business man's ap- 
proach to his government In ef- 
fect, the business men s dealings 
with the lobbyists betray an in- 
credible ignorance of the 
whole 


governmental process of the new 
dealers 


Take the anti-monopoly invest! 
gation, for example The investi- 
gating committee is hog tied by 
the investigation's original spon- 
sors These advance guard white 
house advisers may be all sorts 
of other things, but they are not 
venal, «nd they are not responsive 
to political pressures Indeed, they 
are probably as disinterested a 
aet of men AS the government has 
seen and their reaction to afforta 
to "reach" them is invariably vio 
lent 


Under the auspices of W Averell 
Harriman and the business advis 
ory council, a fairly sensible ef- 
fort has been made to meet the 
anti-monopoly 
inquiry half way 
Prentiss L Coonley, a personable 
broker, has established himself In 
Washington in a handsome house 
By bringing together such men as 
trust buster Thurman Arnold and 
U S Steels Edward Stettinius 
he has managed to show each side 
that not all members of the other 
are devils incarnate 


But, at the moment at least, 


three large and terrified industries 
are also frantically searching for 
someone who can ' put the fix" 
on the anti monopoly investigation 
Advisers who know something of 
Washington have warned the in- 
dustrialists that where Kate Chase 
and Sam Ward used to deliver, to- 
day there is no one in the business 
of selling the government who can 
lay the goods 6n the line The bet- 
ter lobbyists can obtain small fa- 
vors and, in the worst 
depart- 
ments, they may still bring off an 
occasional big coup But by and 
large even the small favors are 
usually like the chance to testify 
before a congressional committee, 
for which a business man once 
paid a local fixer $5 000 when he 
could have accomplished the same

CORN USES LESS MOISTURE 


Wheat 
Found 
to Require 


More Water to Grow,

corn uses less moisture from the 
ground m producing a crop than 
does 
wheat. 
Experiments con- 


ducted 
fit 
the 
northern

N. D., showed that more water is 
used under wheat production than 
under corn. 
"A greater residue of available 
water remains in the noil after 
corn harvest than after wheat har- 
vest," said a report on the experi- 
ments. 
"The difference in 
the 
depth and coolness of feeding of 
these crops, and their comparative 
degree of rtpeness at the time of 
harvest, account for the greater 
residue in case of corn." 
The scientists did not recom- 


mend, however, that farmers in 
areas of limited rainfall change 
from wheat to corn.

crop, th«y explained, tt not ft* »bto 
to stand UP under drouth «mdi- 
Uons as wheat. 
They suggested 
corn ua«d an an alternating crop.

asj*nger» to get a meal. 
It was discovered by the health 


authorities that the 
well 
from 


vnich 'the 
contaminated 
water 


ame had been Infected by a leak- 
ng sewer which passed near the 
well pit. The health authorities are 
till trying; to trace the original 
ource of the infection—presum- 
iToly some person who had typhoid 
ever and who was not properly 
:ared for; 
or possibly a healthy 


>erson who is a typhoid "carrier." 


Some of the victims were from 


New York, some from Ohio, some 
"rom Illinois, some from Califor- 
nia. It is not unlikely that there 
may have been other cases from 
he same source which have not 
>een recognized—either cases 
of 


llness not diagnosed as typhoid, or 
cases of typhoid where the source 
of infection is not suspected. Since 
t takes two or three weeks for 
:he illness to begin after infection 
las occurred, many passengers in- 
fected by the contaminated well 
water will have arrived at their 
leatination and forgotten the bus- 
trip by the time they come down 
with the fever. 


Among

recommendations 


made by the health authorities in 
the state where the infection oc- 
curred are these: 


1. Establishment 
of 
full-time 


public health units with adequate 
personnel to inspect all semipublic 
water supplies. 


2. Strengthening of the laws re- 


garding the inspection of water 
supplies. 


3. Regular inspection and grad- 


ing of sanitation and water sup- 
plies of restaurants and other eat- 
ing places. 


4. Searching inspection of all in- 


terstate bus eating places.

would be a boon for public health 
if; some sort of half-way sanitary 
regulations were imposed on all 
places where food is sold to be 
consumed on the premises.; Far 
too many such places today are 
shamelessly without even prttn- 
Itive facilities for 
washing 
the 


hands; and far too many eating 
places having the Implied if not 
Lhe expressed approval of the lo- 
:al health authorities, subject cus- 
tomers to a plague of flies and the 
unsanitary conditions that attract 
and breed flies.

diseases: They may be immunized. 


If one must drink questionable 


water anywhere, it is well to add a 
drop or two of tincture of iodin to 
the quart of water, shake it up 
and let it stand 15 minutes before 
drinking.

Large Stocks of Low Priced 


Corn in Prospect, Gram- 


lich Points Out. 


Noting that a groat many light, 


smooth sows are going to market 
from Nebraska farms, Prof. How- 
ard J. Gramlich of the college of 
agriculture urged the holding of 
these animals on farms if at all 
possible. 
. 


"The corn-hog ratio is unusually 
favorable," he said. 
"In Iowa, 


where last year's corn is avail- 
able, the ratio is better than 20 to 1, 
an exceedingly profitable feeding 
basis. In Nebraska, with a rela- 
tively large crop of small grain 
possessing a comparatively low 
market value, it would seem as 
tho young sows should be held to 
produce another litter." 


One thing contributing to the 


marketing of these sows is the 
comparatively high- price range 
for good young fat hogs. Butcher 
hogs, however, are selling $2 or 
more per hundred above the best 
sows—not an unusual midsummer 
condition. 


It would seem that farmers are 
justified' in keeping sows to pro- 
duce pigs for the 1939 market, 
Gramlich said, since a sow bred 
the first of August will produce 
pigs about Thanksgiving. The pigs 
would consume a great deal of 
this year's grain, which appar- 
ently is going to have a compara- 
tively low value. 
"Nebraska is tremendously low 


in hogs," concluded Gramlich. "We 
should get the number back. 
In 
sections where a good corn crop is 
in the making, undoubtedly one of 
the best ways of marketing the 
grain will be thru hogs. Nebraska 
is pre-eminently a hog state. Over 
a period of years, it has ranked 
second in swine production. Since 
the inception of the 1934 drouth, 
hog numbers have been cut to n 
point where they represent only 
30 percent of. normal."

Private forecasts of a corn crop 


in excess of 2,500,600,000 bushels 
indicated, officials said, that nn 
election would he nccesssary to de- 
termine whether growers want to 
use quotas to keep surplus corn 
off the market. 


The now farm act directs that 


a referendum be held when the in- 
dicated supply is 17.7 percent or 


more abov« norm*! domwt** mad 
export needs. 


The surplus from last y*«r'« 


crop has been forecast at between 
350,000,000 
and 400,000,000 
bu- 
shels. With a new crop of 3,900.- 
000,000 bushels, the supply wouW 
be large enough to make a refer- 
endum mandatory. 


Final decision on an election 
must be made by Aug. 15 on the 
basis of a forecast on this year's 
crop next Wednesday by the fede- 
ral crop reporting- board. 


The election would be held In 


Illinois and Iowa and in the major 
corn producing- counties of Mis- 
souri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, South 


Dakota, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Ken- 
tucky. If two-thirds of the growers 
voting approve the quotas, farmers 
would have io atore part of* their 
crop until supplies were smaller.

RAPS W-PHIING 


Government Spending Called 


'Complete Failure' as 


Way to Recovery. 


CHICAGO. *.&>. A forum con 


ducted by the republican program 
committee concluded Wednesday 
that government spending as a 
means of inducing permanent re- 
covery of private enterprise has 
been a "complete failure." 


James H. Douglas, jr., of Chi- 


cago, lender of the discussion of 
financial policies, reported that the 
participants agreed that the "prin- 
cipal new deal approach" to the 
problem of recovery was "spend- 
ing" and in addition to calling it 
a failure, arrived at these conclu- 
kions; 
"Pump priming does not pro 


duce effective results unless the 
pump itself is repaired. 


"Spending should be limited to 


essential relief and, possibly in a 
period of declining private enter' 
prise, to useful public works, but 
any such spending must necessa- 
rily be accompanied by aggressive 
attempts to correct economic mal- 
adjustments.'' 


The committee was 
informed 


that S million of the nation's fdie 
could be employed if barren farm 
land and cutover forests were 
restored. 
Jay N. "Ding" Darling, presi- 


dent of the National Wild Life 
federation and former chief of the 
United States biological survey, 
set forth in a prepared address: 


"At least 3 million men now on 


the unemployed list could be re- 
habilitated at permanent, health- 
ful and profitable employment if 
the abandoned farms, whose soil 
is exhausted, the dust bowl, the 
forests and the commercial fishing 
resources were back where they 
were in 1900." 


He told the group chosen to ad- 


vise the republican party on na- 
tional problems an inventory of 
the country's resources should be 
taken In the light of current and 
future- needs. 
' 'Francis E. Rivera, assistant dis- 
trict attorney in New York City, 
£l calling for a divorce of rackets 
and politics, declared in another 
prepared address: 


"The need of pplitica. machine.l 


for ever more money and ever 
more jobs makes them welcome 
the racketeer with open.arm*. As 
A result of these conditions, al- 
most every large city in America 
is in the grip of rackets." 
As a remedy, he suggested the 


election of "unbosaed" prosecutors 
who have the ability to 'set up a 
"relentless and effective" law en- 
forcement machin«^.fter the fash- 
Ion of a racket . ruining district 
attorney of New York county, 
Thomas E. Dcwey.

Health Talks

"MORNING SICKNESS" is com- 


mon during pregnancy, and since 
Ihcie are about two million babies 
born each year in the United 
States, this condition becomes of 
interest to many women. 
Symp- 


toms, such as sickness to the stom- 
ach and vomiting, are experienced 
during the first two or three weeks 
in about half of all pregnancies. In 
mild cases the expectant mother 
may be nauseated but may vomit 
only occasionally. 


For this less severe condition 


which occurs in the first few weeks 
of pregnancy, Drs. D. E. Reid and 
Harold M. Tcel, of Boston, Mass., 
suggest that the patient take fre- 
quent small feedings of any type 
of food which appeals to her. They 
trge her diet contain plenty of 
si archy foods, fruits and 
vege- 


tables, but recommend she avoid 
fatty, fried or other foods which 
are difficult to digest. 


The intestinal action should be 


kept 
properly 
regulated, 
using 


enen.as when necessary. The pa- 
tient should rest, avoid excitement 
and o.-ertiredness. Sedative drugs 
may ba used. 


Cause Not Known 


Abou^ one out of every 150 wom- 


en de\flop vomiting of a oevere 
type. Tl\e severe and continued 
vomiting- produces a loss of body 
fluids, proteins, starches and sug- 
ars, salt E nd vitamins. 


The exaMt cause for this condi- 


tion, is noV. known. 
It has been 


thought that perhaps a lack of cer- 
tain glandular accretions may pro- 
duce it. 
T)?*\. Reid and Tcel sug- 


gest that in the treatment, an ef-' 
fort be made tx- I:<ep t?i*se '-efi'Men- 
cies of minerals and vitamins from 
occurring. 


In the severe cases, the expect- 


ant mother should be put Into a 
hospital where a complete exam- 
ination can be parried out. It it 
suggested that she be kept sepa- 
rated from her friends and rela- 
tives. 
Any mental difficulty or 


problem she may have should be 
solved, if possible, so that she may 
be free from worry and fear. Seda- 
tives, such as bromides, may be 
given in large enough quantities 
to overcome the vomiting and pro- 
duce sleep. The rtosc of those seda- 
tives is gradually reduced. Con- 
stipation may be corrected with 
enemas and an injection of salt so- 
lution under the skin mfly be given.

dead ball, was to be Introduced by 
the magnates In an effort to de- 
velop money making rivals for the 
Babe. 
It is possible that Ruth's great- 


est achievement was not the hit- 
ting of 80 home runs In 1827, but 
the making of 29 in 1910. As a 
pitcher and pinch hitter the year 
before, he had hit 11, and Ed Bar- 
row, 
managing the Rod Sox then,
